BROADWOOD AND PILCHER HAVE 
TO LEAVE: THABANCHU. 
Former Encamps at Bloemfontein 
_ ‘Waterworks and is Shelled by the 
Enem Sends Off a Convoy

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

31.—(By South African Cable.] The 
British force commanded by ' Col. 
Broadwood, consisting of the Tenth 
Hussars, Household Cavalry, two 
horse batteries and a force of mounted 
infantry, under Col. Pilcher, which had 
been garrisoning Thabanchu, was 
obliged, in consequence of the near 
approach of a large force of Boers, to 
leave last night. 

Col. Broadwood . marched to the 
Bloemfontein waterworks, pouth of the 
Modder, where he encamped at 4 
o'clock this morning. At early dawn 
the camp was shelled by the enemy 
from a near point. Col. Broadwood 
sent off a convoy with the batteries, 
while the rest of the force remained 
to act as a rear guard. The convoy 

arrived at a deep sprult, where the 
Boers were concealed, and the entire 
body walked “ito ambush, and was 
captured, together with six guns. , 

The loss of life was not great, since 
most of the British had walked into 
the trap before a shot was fired. 

Gen. Colville’s division, which left 
Bloemfontein early this morning, ar- 
rived here at noon, and he is now whell- 
ing the Boers.

destined to receive similar treatment. 

“China,” the report continues, “‘may 
be left open to fair and equal com- 
petition with respect of trade with 
the United States, in which event the 
committee believes one of the largest,

and commerce of other rnatfons will. 
be open to thoge possessing the facili- 


success, for which réasen. Chi 
remove the barriers which now almost 
entirely exclude foreign intercourse. 
Other parts of the world in which 
our commerce holds so small a share 
would repay particular study.” 

The need of establishments for the 
construction, docking and repairing of 
ships, and adequate navy, and a great 
fleet of merchant vessels, all in readi- 
ness for any exigency, is asserted by 
the report to be a self-evident propo- 
sition. On these grounds other nations 
have fortified themselves by increasing 
their sea power in all of the ways re- 
ferred to, with the doubtless object of 
strengthening their facilitiesand power 
for carrying on their foreign com- 
merce. 

After giving the statistics on the 
extent of tonnage the world over, the 
cost of subsequent building, wages, 
etc., Mr. Grosvenor’s report sums ur 
the “cardinal purposes” of the bill as 
follows: 

“First—To aid in a practical way— 
and no doubt under existing conditions, 
ethe only possible way—in bringing to 
the greatest extent possible our own 
foreign trade back into our own hands, 
and thus saving to our country annu- 
ally what now goes to increase the 
wealth of other nations, more than 
$100,000, 000. 

“Second—To greatly increase the ex- 
portation and sale of all kinds of our 
superabundant productions, and espe- 
cially in the vast regions of Asta, evi- 
dently very soon to be opened to the 
trade of the world. This is a trade that 
the nation best prepared to engage in 
will necessarily get the greater pro- 
portion of by its own ships, under its 
own flag, and with its own postal facil- 
ities, and its own commercial estab-’ 
lishments for the disposal of its pro- 
ductions.

CENSUS CUTS POPULATION.

ach troubles ranked high. Manila now 
has three diseases epidemic which 
would throw the average community 
into a panic, with bubonic plague, beri 
beri and smallpox.

Yet 
there has been no panic, no families 
have fled from the city, nor Ras the 
usual routine of life in the city been 


disturbed. 

repressive measures of the health 
pffices have been comparatively simple, 
but have proven remarkably effective, 
considering the conditions they have 
had to fight. Their aim has been to 
make the city clean, and keep it clean. 
This is the last thing the masses of 
Filipinos and Chinamen propose to do, 
unless driven to it. 

“They do not understand it; they 
consider it only a form of persecution,” 
explained Surgeon-Major Ira A. Brown, 
when asked if the natives were dis- 
posed to codperate in this work. The 
Filipinos are one of the most scrupu- 
lous people in the world about per- 
sonal cleanliness. Their laws of sani- 
tation, however, were ined entirely 
from the Spaniards, and are defective. 
The lower classes of Chinese are worse, 
as the fact that two-thirds of the 
plague cases ve been among them 
testifies, although they number a small 
minority of the ulation. White 
people have esca altogether. Ma- 
nila is practically without sewertge, 
and because of its low level the cost of 
a-system of modern lines would be 
almost prohibitive.

The plague is supposed to have begun 
in Cavite. It first appeared in Manila, 
in the walled city, only a stone’s throw 
from the palace, where army headquar- 
ters are, and three persons were dead 
before the nature of their disease was 
suspected. Most of the latter cages 
have been in the same section of the 
walled city, or in the Chinese quarter 
near the wall front. Immediately Sur-

J. R. W. writes: In 1886, A gave a 
note (in the State of Illinois) due one 
day after date, to B. 

In 1889, nothing having been pald on 
said note, B sued and obtained judg- 
ment by default against A. 

Since that. B hasn't collected any- 
thing on ‘the judgment against A, and 
hasn’t made any attempt to collect it; 
only at three ‘different times B has 
made a demand on A, through the 
medium of a collecting agency, when 
the agent. would call on A and ask for 
payment of the debt, A each time re- 
fusing to pay it, claiming not to have 
money to pay with. ' 

The judgment wae obtained in 
nois, and has never been transferred 
to any other State, although since the 
note was given, A has lived three years 
in Colorado; three years in Utah and 
six years in California. 

It has now been over four years since 
B has made a demand on A for the 
amount due, and then only by the col- 
lecting agency, asking A for the money. 

A is etill living in California, and has 
been for the last six years, and noth- 
ing has ever been paid on the note or 
judgment.

M. D. C. writes: A party had atu. 
ber culture claim on land Which was 
afterward supposed to come within 
the bounds of water-shed reservation, 
which is yet unsurveyed. The first 
party gave a quit claim to the second 
party in the year 15395. The second 
party built a little house on the place, 
but could not make a living on the 
place, and was told that he holding 
the deed was not compelled to farther 
prove up on the same till the survey 
was made. The land is without water 
and the last few dry years have made 
it impossible to do timber claim work. 
Can the place be retained as a home- 
stead, or can anyone else take -legal 
possession under the circumstances. 
And what would be the legal course 
for the one who has the quit claim 
deed to pursue at the present time, or 
would it be best to homestead the 80 
acres as no new entry can be made, I 
am told, on the reservation; how can 
I hold the claim? 

Anewer: As I understand it you can- 
not hold the claim absolutely if the 
land is within the reservation; byt you 
ean defend against any other person. 

If outside the reservation, the only 
way to hold it is by timber culture: 
and the planter has to run the risk 
of Ay ~ weather.

SUBMARINE ARC LAMP. 


THE ORIGINAL TYPE HAS BEEN 
GREATLY IMPROVED. : 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.| . 
NEW YORK, March 24.—An arc lamp 
which is being tested by the United 
States navy authorities for the exam- 
ination of sunken vessels, ships’ bot- 
toms. and other submerged objects, as 
well as for employment in submarine 
photography, has been greatly im- 
proved: since its first appearance about 
two years ago. The present type is 
made in two forms; the open arc, 
where the two carbons forming the 
arc:-come t ther in the open air, and 
the enclosed arc, where a cylindrical 
glass chaniber is provided, encircling the 
arc and having tight ends fitting closely 
ns. By means of the in- 
closed arc a light of a steadiness 
and purity than that from the open arc 
can be obtained. It will last from 100 
to 150 hours upon one set of carbons. 
Former inventors, having the idea that 
air w essential to the operation of 
the submarine arc light, equipped their 
apparatus with tubes to convey air 
down, and to allow the gases of com- 
bustion to escape. This is not now 
necessary, as the fact that are lights 
will burn without air has been con- 
clusively demonstrated. The improv 
submarine lamp is an inclosed arc a 
solutely water-tight, with both an in- 
ner and outer globe, the upper of 
the outer globe being ermetically 
sealed to the metal cylinder contain- 
ing the feeding mechanism. The lamp 
is twenty-four inches fong and six 
inches at its greatest diameter. It 
weighs, when submerged, about twelve 
pounds. It gives a cohcentrated beam 
of light which is of special service 
when it is desired to examine min- 
utely an injury to a ship’s hull. For 
the purposes to which this lamp is 
primarily adapted, a depth of sixty 
feet would rarely be exceeded. The 
difficulties to be overcome in making 
the lamp avaliable for any depth—it is 
not as yet possible for divers to work 
more than 200 feet below the sea’s sur- 
face—are purely mechanical, and in 
all probability it will be extensively 
employed in deep-sea investigations, 
with an electrically-controlled photo- 
graphic camera. The possibility of in- 
creasing the power of the arc to 
that of the most powerful searchlight 
opens up a new and important field 
in connection with photography. By 
the use of this light, wrecks can 
lighted at a depth of 200 feet below 
the surface of the sea, so that a pho- 
| tograph can be made of a sunken ship 
at such depth. The light has at a 
depth of forty feet a spherical light- 
ing radius of about fifty feet. For 
| twenty feet of this radius the light is 
strong enough to take photographs by. 
It is believed that the lamp will be 
very useful in supplementing the work 
of a diver going overboard from a 
damaged or leaking ship, as he could 
take a photograph of the injured part 
and bring the picture on deck for ex- 
amination. Among the uses pro 
for the submarine arc lamp are, ex- 
amining and cleaning the bottome of 
merchant and battleships; attaching 
hoisting chains to guns and other mov- 
able parts on sunken vessels: placing 
and removing submarine mines, con- 
structing bridge piers and coffer dams, 
for all kinds of pearl, coral and sponge 
fishing. and for all uses of submaring 
photography.

Vitellion Polonais 
translated the optics of Alhazgen. 
Gerard de Gremone spreads astronomy 
by giving the “Almageste” of Ptolemy 
with the commentary of Geber. The 
sons of Averrhoes lived at the court 
of Frederick II of Sicily, ‘taught 
him the natural history of plants and 
animals, and it. was_ probably from 
them that Frederick received the fa- 
mous commetitary of their father on 
Aristotle, which he .sent to the Uni- 
versity of Bologna. 
Dante did not dare to condemn 
Averrhoes through a Mussulman, to 
the burning, but places him in that 
Vast painiess limbo near the shades 
of Socrates and Aristotle. 

The Arabs, says Humboldt, must be 
regarded as the real founders of the 
physical sciences, 

Avicenna, born 980, wrote on many 
sciences, but was known in Europe:

THE PESSIMIST AGAIN. 
Max Nordau says that progress does 
mot make mankind happier, that the 
century's wonderful achievements and 


edge tends to diminish pleasure. For 
knowledge introduces into the world, if 
not death, the thought of death, which 
is pain. Happiness does not depend upon 
economic well-being; on the contrary, 
economic advancement makes men less 
joyful, less content. The nineteenth 
century has produced more pessimism 
than any ‘other. 

However, in answer to the question 
whether we are therefore to regard prog- 


sess as the enemy of mankind, Her: 
Nordau falls back upon instinct and 


tells us to trust this as less exposed to 
error than subtle sophistry. He says 
that, at a certain stage of evolution, 


desire for happiness, and under certain 
circumstances even more powerful than 


w to arrive at the 
absurd supposition that the thirst for 
knowledge was the. desire after self- 

there remains the only con- 


destruction, 
\clusion that it is beneficial and neces- 


sary td life, and but a higher form of 
the instinct of self-preservation. 

This final self-contradiction in terms 
of Herr Nordau’s, would seem to the 


very far down in the scale of being; 
and if we nowadays realize more clearly 
the ways in which death may come to 
us, we are also better armed against 
it. Savages are much more at the mercy 
of the forces of mature than civilized 
men—so much at their mercy that they 
commonly regard the gods of nature 
whom they worship as evil, not be- 
neficent. As man has advanced in knowl- 
edge, his fear of death has been less- 
ened rather than increased. 


Nor is lack of content, in the sense 


| which Herr Nordau uses the term, syn- 


onymous with unhappiness. Man's 
greatest happiness, on the contrary, 
lies in the striving after better things 
which has its source and incentive in 
discontent with present conditons. To 
put forth one’s natural powers for at- 
tainment is pleasure, as is all exercise 
of normal function. When a man has 
grown old enough to lose ambition, ask 
him whether it is because things seem 
to him more worth while or less so— 
more or less pleasurable than they used. 

Of course it may be a question 
whether the higher pleasures brought 
with the progress of knowledge, es- 
thetic taste, civilization in all that it im- 
plies, are greater than the lower pleas- 
ures—whether the man of culture takes 
more satisfaction in reading Shake- 
speare or hearing great music, than his 
savage ancestor did in devouring a juicy 
joint of meat. But the man of culture 
has both kinds of pleasure at his com- 
mand, and to both the progress of his 
kind continually adds new phases. 

It is not even proved that pessimism 
is always unhappiness. A large num- 
ber of pessimists take much pride and 
pleasure in their gloom. Exceptionally 
bitter experiences make pessimists of 
others. For it must, of course, be ad- 


mitted that the world contains plenty 


of unhappiness. But the advancement of 
knowledge, which inevitably brings with 
it longer life, greater health, better san- 
itation for all, larger humanity, must 
pring increase, not decrease, of hap- 
piness.

RUSKIN AND NORTON. 


HOW THE TWO FIRST BECAME 
ACQUAINTED. 

[New York Mail and Express:] The 
announcement that Prof. Charles Eliot 
Norton is to to England this sum- 
mer as the literary executor of John 
Ruskin is at least premature. Prof. 
Norton, as is well known, certainly 
stands to the literary estate of Ruskin 
in the attitude of an executor, but he 
does. not expect that his duties in this 
capacity will take him abroad this 
summer, For; that matter, I should 
mappese that the most important part 
of uskin’s literary remains is now 
on this side of the water, in Prot. Nor- 
ton’s ssession. Few people have 
any idea of the wealth uskiniana 
which is now in Mr. Norton's hands. He 
possesses, among other things, Rus- 
kin's two earliest journale—not child- 
hood’s memoranda, but journals of 
early manhood. These are e#prin 
copiously with drawings, Frome of 
which are of the most beautiful and in- 
teresting description. Wherever Rus- 
kin went at that. period he put his rotes 
into graphic as well as written form— 
a facade here, a capital there, and fur- 
ther on a bit from life; all this, with 


jotted down freely. Two years of 
these journals are in Prof. Norton's 


hands, as well as a at quantity of 


letters to Ruskin’s American mentor, 
whom he pronounced his “first real 


tutor.” Prof. Norton has also the only 


rtrait which Ruskin ever made 


imself. All these things are priceless 
to the admirers of Ruskin, What use 
Prof. Norton intends to make of them 
I do not know. They are, to be sure, 
only a part of the riches in somewhat 
similar notes and reminiscent material 
which Prof. Norton possesses. No man 
living could write more interesting or 
significant volumes of reminiscences 


than Mr. Norton. 

The manner in which the acquaint- 
ance between Ruskin and Norton be- 
gan is very interesting. Ruskin has 
told the story of it in “‘Practerita” and 
elsewhere. Once, in early life, steam- 
ing along over the waters of Lake Ge- 
neva with his father and mother, in 
one of e little lake steamers—‘no 


mortal would believe now how little 
one used to be afraid an. extra basket 
of apples would be too much for 
them”—Ruskin was bound from
